1. Representatives of our respective staffs have met on 
several occasions to discuss the communication and computer 
services required at the J upon the relocation of 
OD&E and OSO. They have concluded that the coverage necessary 
is as summarized below. Members of your staffs are knowledge- 
able of the specifics. 


a. OC Support to OD&tE and 050. Sixteen (16) hours 
daily, Monday through Friday; eight (8) hours on Saturday. 
b. ODP Support to OD&EE. On demand, ranging from 

nil to 24-hour coverage on any given day. On an annual 


basis, the requirement is estimated at an average of 
fourteen (14) hours per day, seven (7) days a week. 


c. ODP Support to 050. The coverage for OD&E would 
normally satisty OSO requirements. However, special 
activity periods requiring full 24-hour coverage, inde- 


pendent of the OD&E requirement, may occur with only a 
few hours notice. (S)

2. The coverage requirements are based upon the following 
combined operational needs of OD&E and 050. 


a. OC processing via CDS of an average of 850 
incoming and 100 outgoing narrative messages per day, 
including the necessary reproduction services. We 
understand the coverage outlined will absorb a pro- 
jected 10 to 20 percent annual growth over the next 
five years in this narrative traffic volume. It is 
also understood that OC will provide and maintain 
communication links for all required secure voice, 
facsimile and data link circuitry on a 24-hours, 
seven (7) days per week basis. 


b. OD§E has an ADP requirement to process la 5-0 
2 million lines of data per average day. This require- 
25X1A ment is not expected to impact the OC manning at the 
provided that: 


(1) data messages tor OD&E received at DATEX 
are RJEted to GC03 and then forwarded to the Hg 25X1A 
Building via the ODP link, and 


(2) a joint ODP-OC procedure acceptable to 
ISSG is implemented to allow DATEX personnel to 
release data messages originating in GC03 into 
the SOCOMM net upon authorization by ope ia 25X1A 
Building. NOTE: The alternative to the above 
would require an ODP tape generation capability 
plus a capability to send and receive data 
messages via SOCOMM at the ee ee - 25X1A 
Additional OC support would be required, on 
an on-demand basis, ranging from nil to 24-hour 
coverage on any given day. This requirement is 
estimated at an average of fourteen (14) hours 
per day, seven (7) deys a week on an annual basis. 


c. For OSO, the ADP requirements will be largely 
project dependent and will fluctuate accordingly. 
Special periods of high operational activity will 
require ready access during non-duty hours to the 
standard Agency computer terminal, line printer, 
graphics display and hard copy output facilities. (S)

3, The coverage requirements are also based upon the 
assumption that although the Office of SIGINT Operations Center 
(OSOC) may remain physically located in the Headquarters Build- 
ing, its assets will be availabie to senior OSO officers via 
a dedicated facsimile link and/cr patchable pony circuit(s) as 
required to meet operational imperatives. Additionall dedi ed 
facsimile links will also be required to service 30, anil 
liaison requirements. (S) 


4. The magnitude of the OD&E and OSO secure voice require- 
ments will necessitate that the expanded capability of the new 
Headquarters Secure Telephone Switch (HSTS) be available prior 
to the relocation to the NNN %It is requested that 
we be kept advised of the projected completion date of the HSTS 


capability vis-a-vis the building occupancy date. (S)
